The organization known bs tho grand 
army of the republic came into existence 
in April, 1866, through the efforts of 
Benjamin F. Stephenson, of locator. 
Illinois. 
The h is t grand army poet 
meeting was held on the sixth of 
that month, the ritual being writ­ 
ten by Major Stephenson. The statement 
is made that the second post organized 
was “the Cassius Fail child post No. I, 
of Madison, Wis., organized June 10I 
1866, whose name was afterward changed 
to O.O. Washburn pest No. ll. The 
Wisconsin department enjoys the honor 
of having been the first in the country. 
It was organized June 7,1866, by the 
election of J. K. Proudfit, of Madison, 
department commander, even before 
there was a post in the state. 
The Illi­ 
nois department, which has heretofore 
enjoyed the distinction of being the in­ 
itial organization of - the kind, was not 
formed until July 12,1866, when General 
John M. Palmer was chosen department 
commander.” 
The first national encampment was 
held at Indianapolis November 20tu, 
1866. One of the resolutions Edopted was 
that the grand army was organized to 
maintain in civil life those great princi­ 
ples for which it stood in arms under the 
national Hag; that the society pledged 
itself to work tor legislation for the ben­ 
efit of orphans and widows of deceased 
soldiers; declared in favor of a congres­ 
sional act “making it the inexorable duty 
of every citizen to defend bis country in 
time of need, in person and not by sub­ 
stitute;” and call President Johnson’s 
attention to “his policy” previously

When the first national encampment was

D a y to n , Ohio, Aug. 20.—The assem­ 
blage here is undoubtedly one of the 
largest conventions ever held by the Dem­ 
ocratic party in Ohio. 
Ten o’clock was 
the time set for the opening of the con­ 
vention. 
At 10:15 the delegates were 
seated and the hall packed. 
Dr. Norton \ 
then rapp'd for order and made a brief 
0tUy 1)0 ****** before the conclusion 
address outlining the purposes of the con­ 
vention. 
He made his speech tho vehicle 
for a caustic criticism of tho Republican 
party and Gov. Foraker. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by a eulogy of the Democratic party 
and its principle! 
The Hon. M. D. Harter of Richland 
county, was elected permanent president, 
Lewis * G. Bernard of Hamilton county 
secretary, and Fetor We id nor of Mont­ 
gomery sergeant-at-ai ms. 
Mr. Harter took the chair and made a 
lengthy speech. After adopting the report 
of toe committee on rules and order of 
business, the Hon. John A. McMahon read 
the report of the committee on resolutions, 
prefacing it with the statement that it 
was not a compromise, but was unanimous­ 
ly adopted, and that the committee was 
fully agreed that there should be no 
backward step in the matter of tariff re­ 
form. 
(Great applause.) 
The platform adopted by the convention 
approves the declaration of principles 
made by the national Democracy in S t 
Louis in 1888, and especially that part of 
it demanding reduction of tariff taxes; 
regards trusts as the legitimate results of 
our present tariff system, and demands the 
repeal of all tariff taxes; acknowledges 
the great debt of gratitude which the 
nation owes to the heroes of the late war, 
aud declares in favor of just, liberal and 
equitable <■» pension laws; denounces the 
Republican 
administration 
for 
the 
repeated 
violation 
of 
its 
pledges 
in behalf of civil service reform; denounces 
the present State administration as the 
most partisan, demoralizing and extrava­ 
gant in our history; protests against the 
repeated enactment of laws vesting the 
appointing power in tho Governor; de­ 
clare the nomination of the Governor of 
Ohio for third term is an outrage against 
the people, and should be rebuked at the 
polls; favors home rule in Ireland, and 
demands it also for Ohio. While favoring 
all laws that sacredly protect the ballot 
box aud tho honest voter, it demands the 
enactment of laws that will enable our 
citizens to choose their own servants and 
control their own affairs. 
Three names for Governor were placed 
before the convention in brief nominating 
speeches. 
They were those of Mr. Camp­ 
ion, Virgil P. Kline, and George T. Neal. 
The first ballot gave Campbell 372 votes, 
to 252 for Neal and 149 for Kline. 
In­ 
stantly when it was seen that Campbell 
was so far in the lead a stampede began, 
and solid delegations, one after another, 
changed their votes to Campbell, so that 
he really had enough votes to nominate on 
the first ballot. 
Great confusion ensued, and at last a 
second ballot was ordered. 
This resulted: 
Whole number of votes, 7891; Campbell, 
3701; Neal, 299; Klein, 93. 
Campbell was 
then declared the nominee of the conven­ 
tion. 
Mr. 
Campbell, on being 
presented, 
accepted the nomination and went on to 
arraign in severe terms tho legislation of 
the Republican party in Ohio and the 
administration of Gov. Foraker.

called to order by Commander in-Chiof 
W arner at i 0:15 Wednesday. 
The session was held at the West Sido 
Tumor hall, the Interior of which was 
apj i apt iately decorated. 
Gen. Sherman 
was in attendance aud occupied a seat 
among tho Missouri delegation. 
Tho hall 
was wed tilled, the delegates aggregating 
about 750 J ersons, or about 25U short of 
the total number entitled to seats in the 
encampment. 
After prayer by Chaplain W harton of 
the Wisconsin department, and a brief 
intermission to allow Into delegates to seat 
themselves, Commander W arner read his 
address, in the course of which he said: 
“ The Grand Army of the Republic is 
tho gi aridest civic organization the world 
has over seen. 
Its list of membership is 
tho nation's roll of honor, containing the 
mc st illustrious names in history, the 
names of tho brave men who in the dark­ 
est days of the rebellion followed the stars 
and stripes as an emblem, net of a Con­ 
federacy of states bound together by 
ropes of sand, but as the emblem of an 
indissoluble Union of indestructible States. 
“ The membership of tho Grand Army 
constitutes tho groat conservative element 
of the nation, tho champions of civil and 
religious Ii erty, recognizing tho dignity 
of labor but having no sym pathy with 
anarchy or communism, recognizing no 
flag but tho stars and stripes, 
bolioving 
th at loyalty is a virtue aud that treason is 
a crime. 
Of these to-day thoro arc en­ 
rolled tinder the banner of fraternity, 
charity aud loyalty 410,080. 
Theso com­ 
rades are found in 0,711 posts in 42 de­ 
partments. 
We have carried our banner 
into every Stato and Territory. 
Tho 
growth of our organization has boon steady 
and healthy. 
“ Tho greatest gain during tho yoar has 
been in the departm ent of Missouri. Eight 
departments show a gain in membership 
in good standing of 11,824, distributed as 
follows: 
Illinois 1,289, Iowa 1,413, Ne­ 
braska 1,709, 
Pennsylvania 1,740, Now 
York 1,995, Ohio 2,003, Wisconsin, 2,023, 
Missouri 8,052.” 
Tho commander went on to say that in 
1879 tho Grand Army membership in 
good standing was 35,901, w hile to day it 
is 882,598—a not gain in a single decade 
of 324,020. 
As to pensions Gon. W arner said: 
“ Tho Grand Army of tho Republic has 
nover exercised its full influence in pension 
legislation, because of division in its ranks. 
Unity of action will securo satisfactory re­ 
sults; a divided council} will contribute to 
defeat. Our demands should bo reasonable 
and consistent. 
Tho last encampment, by a practically 
unanimous vote, recommended to Con­ 
gress a service pension bill and what is 
known as tho Disability Tension bill, the 
latter having received tho repeated ap ­ 
proval of previous encampments. 
This 
action was tho result of compromise, and 
in my judgm ent was as wiso as it was 
Just and conservative. 
My experience in 
Congress loads mo to believe that you 
will greatly strengthen tho hands of our 
friends in that body by demanding at Mil­ 
waukee the pension legislation asked for 
a t Columbus. 
Let tho committee on pen­ 
sions take your recommendations to Con­ 
gress backed by a unitod Grand Army of 
the Republic and there will be no failure. 
“ The service pension will come. 
Tho 
day is not far distant when an honorable 
discharge from the Union qirmy and navy 
shall bo all tho evidence required to secure 
a pension for its holder.” 
His address closed with words of warm 
commendation for the W oman’s Relief 
Corps and tho Sons of Veterans organiza­ 
tion. 
Before the adjournm ent Past Comman­ 
der-in-chief Rea of Minftesota was pre­ 
sented witj} a very fine tea sot as a tribute 
to his zeal in behalf of tho order. 


T he A fternoon Session. 


A t 2 o’clock the encampment again went 
into session. 
The preliminaries for the 
contest for tho location of tho next en­ 
campment were imposing, but when it 
came to a vote Boston swept everything 
before her. receiving more votes than all 
the (rest 
combined. 
W ashington 
re­ 
ceived 68 votes; Saratoga, 31, and Indian­ 
apolis 29, find there were several hundred 
delegates present. 
A resolution was in­ 
troduced giving the commander-in-chief 
and the council of adm inistration power to 
locate the encampment in any city where 
tho I est railway rates could be obtained. 
This was knocked out after quite an ani­ 
m ated contest, so Boston will surely be the 
d ace where the next encampment will be 
held. 
The reports of tho various standing 
committees wore made and accepted and 
the only one of general interest was from 
the pension committee. 
This was in no 
wise startling, merely reciting what had 
been done 
toward 
getting legislation 
favorable to the disability pension clause 
and the widows’ and children’s pension. 
The committee placed the whole m atter in 
the hands of tho encampment without any 
recommendation, merely expressing the 
opinion th at tho work should bo pushed 
and that tho encampment should docido on 
a lino of action. 
The sensation of the day was sprung by 
Gen. Lucius Fairchild, and tho fact that 
ho 
introduced 
tho 
resolution which he 
did was w hat caused 
the sensation. 
He 
offered 
a resolution 
asking that Congress 
appropriate mo n e y 
enough to erect monu­ 
ments at Gettysburg 
over the “ graves of 
tho brave men against 
whom 
the 
union 
soldiers fought,” and 
GEX' Fairchild. 
urged th at such action be taken as soon as 
possible. 
The resolution was greeted with 
applause and was referred to 
mltteo along with tho others. 
Gen. A lger Chosen C om m ander. 
A t the evening session ex-Gov. Russell 
A. Alger was elected Commander-in-Chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
The 
m eeting was a secret one and it lasted 
from 8:30 o’clock to nearly midnight. 
Gen. 
Alger was put in nomination by 
Postm aster Sexton of Chicago, who mado 
a very forcible speech. 
Fully twenty 
speeches wore made by men who favored 
the man who was disappointed a t Chicago 
last yoar. 
They came from all sections of 
tho country, among them being Gon 


H urst of Ohio, T. A. 
Bean of Pennsyl­ 
vania, 
Gen. 
Ginty of Wisconsin, and 
Corporal Tanner of New York. 
Gen. 
\ oazey of Vermont was placod in nomina­ 
tion and so was Consigny of Iowa. 
More 
speeches were made for Gen. Algor and It 
soon became apparent that the Michigan 
m an had a walk-away. 
Gon. Veazoy then 
withdrew, as did Consigny. 
Gen. Alger 
was then elected by acclamation. 
He was 
brought into the hall and recived with 
rousing cheers. 
He spoke. 
So did Cor­ 
poral Tanner. 
JE. G. Weissert, 
commander of 
the 
Wisconsin departm ent, was elected senior 
vice-commander by acclamation, no other 
candidates appearing. 
John F. Lovett of 
New Jersey was elected junior vice-com­ 
mander, after an exciting contest with 
James E. Tainter of Connecticut. 
The election of Gen. Alger was no sur­ 
prise, and had his forces been half so well 
organized at tho Chicago convention as

They wore well pleased to see 
“ Uncle Billy” once moro and gave him a 
greeting on review; nor did they forget 
his companions. 
The veteran commander 
stopped on his return to tho city to witness 
the maneuvers at the National park,whero 
cavalry,

engaged in a p r’zo drill. 
Among them 
wero Battery D and tho Chicago zouaves, 
the Light battery of Milwaukee, and tho 
Milwaukee Light Horse squadron. 
Tho 
infantry and cavalry gave an exhibition, 
and the artillery contest was not concluded. 
There was a large attendance of spectators, 
all interested in what took place and 
applauding vociferously.
